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Wilmington fire 
and police compete 
in BFit Challenge

WILMINGTON — Wilming- 
ton’s Fire Department is 
currently leading this year’s 
BFit Challenge, which is a 
fitness program designed to 
encourage police officers 
and firefighters to get and 
stay in shape so that they 
can do their best work in the 
field. The Challenge started 
in, 2004 with the help of 
Bruins strength coach John 
Whitesides. 

In 2003, Wilmington Fire 
brought in Whitesides to 
help the department work- 
out: and grow stronger to- 
gether. It was then that 
Whitesides and Wilming- 
ton’s Chuck Taylor created 
the BFit Challenge as a way 
of motivating firefighters to 
make and reach fitness 
goals so that they could be 
more prepared for all of the 
different things that could 
happen in the field. White- 
sides’ challenge took off and 
began inspiring police and 
fire departments to get fit. 
He and Taylor created the 
First Responder Challenge 
last year, drumming up in- 
terest from local depart- 
ments to raise money for the 
100 Club. 

Taylor shared how the fit- 
ness challenge is backed by 
the Bruins because of their 
desire to continue working 
with Whitesides. 

“[He] approached me two 
years ago that he was going 
to be heading into this en-

deavor to work with police 
and fire all over New Eng- 
land,” he said, 

As a self-proclaimed fit- 
ness nut, Taylor jumped on 
the opportunity to be a part 
of Whitesides’ project. 

“We believe that this is the 
future for firefighters and 
police officers.” 

Today, the BFit Challenge 
is more than a fitness pro- 
gram — it’s also a fundrais- 
ing opportunity for families 
of police and fire employees 
lost in the line of duty. 

All of the donations raised 
in the BFit Challenge go to 
the 100 Club. It’s a group of 
people dedicated to taking 
care of families who’ve lost 
a police officer or firefight- 
er. While they provide for 
these families through mem- 
bership dues, the club is also 
supported by outside dona- 
tions. This is where the Bru- 
ins and the BFit Challenge 
come in. Last year, they 
were able to raise $130,000 
for the 100 Club from the 
First Responder Challenge. 
It was Wilmington that won 
for the highest raising fire 
department with $12,000, 
and Massachusetts State 
Police raised over $30,000 as 
the highest raising police de- 
partment. 

The First Responder Chal- 
lenge is just part of the 
fundraising that Wilmington 
does for BFit. For a mini- 
mum fundraised donation of 
$300, each participant from 
either a police department, 
fire department, or friends 
and families of either, com- 
petes in a run around the 
inside of the TD Garden. 

“(The course] is a couple 
miles,” Taylor described. 
“They wanted to make it dif- 
ficult. We’re wearing 60, 70 
Ibs of gear. I'll be willing to 
bet there will be at least 100- 
150 [firefighters running] in

WILMINGTON — On Feb. 1 at 7 
p.m., the Wilmington Substance 
Abuse Coalition is sponsoring a pub- 
lic forum on combating the sub- 
stance abuse epidemic. It will be 
held at St Thomas Church. Dr. Ruth 
Potee, a Board-Certified Family and 
Addiction Medicine Physician, will 
be speaking. There is no charge to 
attend. It is open to anyone in the 
community. 

Potee’s presentation is titled “The 
Adolescent Brain and The Physi- 
ology of Addiction: A Concern for Us 
All.” There will be special emphasis 
on teens, but the content is applica- 
ble to all community members. The 
event is scheduled from 7 p.m. until 
8:30 p.m. and includes an opportuni- 
ty for questions and answers. 

“One of the things I've found is 
when you see all the faiths and the 
secular offices coming together like 
this, you know this is an important 
issue,” said Deborah Casey, Director 
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of Faith Formation for Families and 
Outreach for the Catholic commini- 
ty. “This crosses all lines; it’s a prob- 
lem that knows no boundaries.” 

The seriousness of the crisis moti- 
vated coalition members to feach 
out for special expertise. The speak- 
er, Dr. Potee, attended Wellesley Col- 
lege and Yale University of Medi- 
cine. Potee completed her residency 
at Boston University and was an As- 
sistant Professor of Family Medicine 
there. In addition to practicing fami- 
ly medicine, she is also the Medical 
Director for the Franklin County 
House of Corrections, the Franklin 
Recovery and Treatment Centef and 
the Pioneer Valley Regional School 
District. Her awards and notable 
accomplishments include serving as 
the Chair of Health Care Solutions 
for the Opioid Task Force of Frdnk- 
lin County. -2

Everyone knows that Ear] is 
in the fish game, and that 
clams and lobsters were 
very easy to come by. 
Nevertheless, Guy Nichols, a 
local undertaker, was just a 
little bit worried, and as the 
evening wore on, he grew 
more so.

A Wilmington man and a 
North Reading selectman 
went to Chicago on business, 
a trip they had previously 
made.

As they were about to de- 
part for home, a brainstorm 
hit, and they hired their 
friend to drive them home. 
At 6:05 p.m., two or three 
days later, they arrived at 
Huntley’s Lunch in Wilming- 
ton Square, still in the Chi- 
cago taxicab. They stopped 
for coffee, to let everyone in 
the square see that taxi.

Through the citizen archivist pro- 
gram, volunteers view documents, 
re-type them, and then tag key 
words in the document to make 
them, accessible via the NA search 
engine. Through “virtual volun- 
teefs,” the Archives is trying to 
hake as many documents as possi- 
ble available to the public and cata- 
log their metadata to improve 
search results for users. ~ 
‘The process is easy and you can 
do as many or as few documents as 
you’d like. Simply register your 
namé and email at the website and 
select a topic area to transcribe. 
The site has some simple overview 
tips for transcribing and tagging 
effectively by linking to short, help- 
ful ‘videos. Your. registration will 
pie Ns of the records you have 
worked on and also tell you if your 
dociiments have been worked on by 
other volunteers or Archives staff. 


H AP PEN! 
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The tagging is not limited to docu- 
ments, but a host of photographs 
and images as well. 

Imagine describing words in a 
photograph such as marcher: civil 
rights: Alabama: Martin Luther 
King, Jr.: speech: Selma. Through 
your work, an image is now avail- 
able to anyone performing a 
search, providing context and con- 
tent beyond just newspaper ac- 
counts or other written text. 

A wide variety of topics and time 
periods require tagging. Your inter- 
est may lie with the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, or perhaps memos 
between members of the commis- 
sion on White House restoration 
during the Truman era, or Public 
Health Records outlining the keep- 
ing of a sanitary privy. 

Every piece of information tran- 
scribed and tagged provides a 
clearer picture of the past for the 
historians of the future. Documents 
are grouped by “Missions,” a way to 
keep a collection of material from 
an era or movement together. The 
list goes on and on with new mis- 
sions added frequently. 

The Archives also ask for help 
completing transcriptions that may 
have been started but not finished 
by other volunteers. There are 
large documents such as presiden- 
tial addresses and the activities of 
Lee Harvey Oswald during the 
Russian Period which need to be 
added. Absolutely fascinating stuff.

Irwin looks up to 
four digits once again

MILTON - For most of the 
fans in attendance at 
Saturday  night’s clash 
between Curry College and 
Gordon College at Curry’s 
Katz Gymnasium, seeing 
Curry College junior guard 
Emily Irwin miss a layup in 
the game’s opening 
moments must have come as 
quite a shock. 

After all, Irwin entered the 
game needing just 19 points 
to reach 1,000 for her career. 
Missing any shot, let alone a 
layup, is not what they have 
been accustomed to seeing. 
But. for Irwin’s friends and 
family in attendance, the 
missed layup likely served 
as a good omen. After all, 
they had seen this happen 
once before, the last time 
Irwin was chasing 1,000 
points, as a senior at 
Shawsheen Tech back in 2015 

“The funny thing is the 
same exact thing happened 
to:me in high school when I 
was: going for one thousand 
points, where I missed some 
easy layups early in the 


game,” said the Billerica 
resident, who has a very 
large Wilmington-based 
family.. “I couldn't believe 


it.I think I was just very 


nervous at the start.” 

The difference between her 
1,000 point game at 
Shawsheen and Friday’s 
game at Curry was that in 
the Shawsheen game she 
needed only four points to 
reach the milestone. It was 
a virtual guarantee to hap- 
pen that night regardless of 
a couple of missed early 
shots, and she reached 1,000 
points later in the first quar- 
ter. Needing 19 points 
against Gordon on Saturday, 
however, Irwin was held 
scoreless in the first half, 
putting the milestone very 
much in jeopardy. 

But Irwin responded with a 
sharp shooting second half 
to score a game high 20 
points, the last two coming 
on a layup with 36 seconds 
left in the game to give her 
1,001 for her career and send 
Curry fans home happy 
despite the Colonels 58-49 
loss. 

For Irwin, two days after 
hitting the elusive plateau, it 
all still seemed a little unbe- 
lievable. 

“I feel like it is still not 
real,” Irwin said. “We didn’t 
have practice yesterday, so 
it still hasn’t really sunk in 
completely. I am not used to 
all the publicity. I am not 
usually one to blow things 


out of proportion, so this has 
been a little different for 
me.” 

Irwin in fact did not even 
realize how close she was to 
the milestone until just days 
before the game, when 
Curry coach Fran Elms 
informed her that she was 
closing in on the magic num- 
ber. 

“T had no idea until my 
coach told me after our pre- 
vious game,” Irwin said. “I 
am still shocked.” 

Irwin may have been 
shocked to have reached the 
1,000 point plateau as just a 
junior, but Elms, among oth- 
ers, was anything but sur- 
prised to see Irwin accom- 
plish the feat in such a short 
period of time. 

“Emily is an exceptional 
athlete. She has a tremen-

Elms said. “There is no quit 
in her she has _ played 
through everything from a 
broken nose to an injured 
wrist.

other’s health

Julia said that she was ten 
years old when she found out 
about it, but since day one 
with the help of so many 
people including her parents 
James and Tracy, and of 
course Katie, that she has 
maintained it. 

“IT wasn’t feeling well (one 
day in school) and I went to 
the nurse and (we followed 
that up with making) a doc- 
tor’s appointment,” said 
Julia. “It was then I found 
out that my blood sugar was 
500 and it’s supposed to be 
around 100. From there I 
went to Boston Children’s 
Hospital and stayed there for 
two nights and me and my 
parents learned everything 
(about it) and then went 
home. 

“¥ didn’t really know what 
it was at first and I didn’t 
know what it meant espe- 
cially for the rest of my life. 
It was definitely life-chang- 
ing. But the people who have 
supported me through it like 
my teachers, my coaches, 
my family and_ friends 
makes it a lot easier.” 

At ten years old, you aren’t 
supposed to be learning 
about blood-sugar levels. 

“I learned how to deal with 
it, what to do,” said Julia. 
“You have to check your 
sugar (intake) every time 
before you eat and you do 10- 
to-15 finger-sticks a day. At 
the beginning, I had to get 
shots to get the insulin, but 
now I have a pump so I only 
need to get a shot every 
other time compared to ten 
times a day.” 

Taking an insulin shot 
every other day when you’re 
a three-sport athlete is cer- 
tainly not easy. 

“It affects (competing in 
sports) a lot because it’s 
really hard to control my 
blood-sugar with exercise, 
it’s a big factor in it. 
Controlling that has been a 


continuous struggle and 
never-ending,” said Julia 
with a laugh.” 


Julia is a member of the 
indoor and outdoor track 
teams and also played on the 
JV soccer team this past 
year. Thus far this winter 
track season, she has times 
of 8.20 in the 55-meter dash, 
29.6 in the 200, 46.98 in the 
300 and 65.7 in the 400. She is 
also the lead-off leg on both 
the 4x200 and 4x400 relay 


teams. The 4x400 team cur-. 


rently has the third fastest 
time in the entire league and 
the fastest time in the 
Middlesex League Freedom 
Division (4:16). 

“The first time I saw Julia 
run, I saw some good quick- 
ness to her and a great 
stride,” said head coach 
Brian Schell. “I felt as if she 
would be a strong middle- 
distance runner primarily 
competing in the 300 and 400 
meters. She is a strong ver- 
satile athlete. She has 
stepped up for the team 
when needed the most. She 
has become a strong leg for 
both of the relay teams.” 

On Saturday, the day after 
the interview, the sisters 
were going to run together 
with Alexcia Luna and 
Emma Garrity as part of the 
4x200 relay team at the 
Division 4 state relay meet. 
That group ran excellent 
together finishing ninth 
overall at 1:53.51. 

“It’s exciting and nerve- 
racking to be with them,” 
said Katie the day before. 
“I’m really excited about it. I 
have done the 4x200 relay 
before, but with other girls. 
I’m a little intimidated but I 
think running with them will 
make me run a little faster.” 

While Katie may get a sud- 
den-burst of speed knowing 
she is running with three 
experienced runners, Julia 
said sometimes she doesn’t 
get that burst of energy. It’s 


very difficult some days with 
her condition. 
“Exercise makes your 


blood-sugar go down so 
there’s been times when I 
haven’t felt well so I had to 
sit. out some _ practices 
because of it,” she said. 
“I’m used to it and I know 
what to do. I take the right 
precautions and stuff, but I 
hate sitting out. I don’t like 
watching.” 

She was then asked about 
her diet, and what she eats

before a meet, practice or 
soccer game. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
often you eat before and 
when you do it, but usually I 
eat a protein-bar a few min- 
utes before (a practice or a 
meet),” she said. 

While Julia seems to do a 
great job of controlling her 
diabetes, she, just like Katie, 
is extremely involved in 
many other activities. Katie 
also plays soccer and in the 
spring, she’s contemplating 
between ‘spring track or 
lacrosse.

Dinners and raking leaves 
for the elderly. 

There’s not much these sis- 
ters - or close friends - don’t 
do together. 

“It pushes me to do better 
being (Katie’s) role model 
because she looks up to me. 
I really don’t see her as my 
little sister, rather I see her 
as my friend and we do 
everything together,” said 
Julia. 

Besides the 4x200 relay 
team, Julia was also a part 
of the fourth place 4x400 
relay team along with Luna, 
Garrity and Evelyn Miller- 
Nuzzo on Saturday with a 
time of 4:21.30. 

Katie has also flourished in 
her first year on the track. 
She has been timed at 8.75 in 
the 55-meter dash, 49.78 in 
the 300 and 1:10 in the 400.
